A Barbecue ¢: be well in not less than 18 hour: If 
rt there is any commercial amount of it, then at least 24 
preferably 36 hours of patient, slow heat from good, live coals are 
required to produce real barbecue. Such barbecue is more tender 
than chicken and will practically melt in the mouth. There is no 
need for the teeth to wrestle with it as one often must with 
“Bar-B-Q.” Rare, indeed, is real barbecue. 

Brunswick stew has a bad name among people traveling the 
South. They have been served up a slopping plate of coarse canned 
corn, tomatoes boiled with a handful of hambutger meat. Bruns- 
wick stew is a noble dish, being made of fat, contented hens, tender 
corn, tomatoes, much good butter and tender cuts of fresh pork.
